" flee and Culbertson Trophy—The Hess & Culbertson Jewelry Company 
of St. Louis has presented to the Association a handsome trophy cup. The 
cup will be awarded permanently to the County in the State which has for 
two years the highest’ per cent of members of the Association. In determ- 
ining the per cent the number of members in the county is to be divided by 
the number of teachers teaching in the county. What county will win this 
handsome trophy in 1919? 

Association Trophy—A beautiful trophy cup will be presented to the 
county in the state having for two years the highest number of miles to the 
.redit of its members. In computing the total number of miles multiply 
the number of miles (by nearest railroad from county seat to place of State 
meeting) by the number of members of the Association in the County. For 
instance, a county with eight members 200 miles distant from St. Louis 
would have 16,000 miles to its credit. 

Certificates of Honor—A handsome Certificate of Honor will be pre- 
sented to every County in the State in 1919 having a membership per cent 
in the Association of seventy-five per cent or above. To calculate the per 
cent divide the number of members of Association in the county by the 
number of teachérs in the county.

Definite plans are being made for the big St. Louis Convention to be 
held Nov. 6-8, 1919. The program will provide for the discussion of the 
issues which are to determine the future of public education in the United 
States in general and of public education in Missouri in particular. Con- 
tracts have been closed with a number of leaders in education and tentative 
promises have been secured from other speakers of national reputation. 
Unsettled conditions in the political and industrial world have interfered 
somewhat with the making of definite arrangements with some of our 
speakers, but we are assured of first consideration and hope to have a 
program that will induce all the teachers of Missouri to attend the St. 
Louis Meeting. 

Special time and attention is being given to Rural School Problems and 
to the department meetings. The Chairmen of these departments are put- 
ting forth great effort to make the program of each sectional meeting an 
interesting and inspiring one. 

An excellent opportunity will be afforded teachers to visit the St. 
Louis Public Schools and to observe the experiments that are being tried 
in the Junior High School, the Part-Time Training Classes, the De- 
partmental Plan and the Group Work in the Elementary Grades and the 
new approach to the work of the Kindergarten and Primary Grades. ‘The 
Harris Teachers’ College, the Educational Museum, the Special Schools 
for Individual Instruction and the Open Air Schools, will offer much of 
interest. Teachers are urged to come to St. Louis Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day, Nov. 4th and 5th, to visit the schools. ‘ 

A vote of thanks is due to the teachers of Missouri who voluntarily paid 
their dues and thereby supported the Missouri State Teachers’ Association 
in the trying time of the year 1918. By their enrollment these teachers 
have made it possible for the Association to carry out its work in con- 
nection with the legislative program and other matters of vital concern to 
schools of Missouri. 
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It is estimated that 1,400,000 children in the State have been benefited 
by the passage of bills of the Children’s Code Commission, and the united 
efforts of the teaching corps in behalf of these children has created right 
public sentiment that will insure further progress in matters pertaining to 
education in Missouri.

For the Teachers’ Reading Circle this year the Board has adopted four 
splendid books: Democracy And World Relations, Measuring The Results 
of Teaching, Rural School Management, and The Teacher, The School, and 
the Community. Each will fill a distinct field and will be of much value 
to teachers. The Reading Circle course will consist of at least two of these 
books. Any two books may be selected. A review of each of the books follows: 

Democracy and World Relations by David Starr Jordan, President of 
Leland Standford Junior University, Palo Alto, California. R. C. Price, $1.05. 

A guide-book on the interrelation between the nation and the individual 
and between nation and nation. 

It is imperative that teachers of future citizens have a clear outlook 
on these world problems thrust upon us, for good or ill, by the World War. 

The Author gives a complete discussion of democracy and its relation 
on nationalism, colonial policies, and internationalism. He likewise presents 
a searching analysis of its opposite, the dynastic state, which necessarily 
rests on fear and intrigue. 

Dr. Jordan gives a clear exposition of the League of Nations and shows 
how its existance depends on democratic initiative, and its continuance on 
the spread of good will and conciliation, inevitable when the tap-root of 
war, the dynastic system is eradicated. 

Measuring the Results of Teaching by Walter S. Monroe, Ph.D., Di- 
rector of Bureau of Cooperative Research School of Education, Indiana 
University. R. C. Price, $1.15. 

The standard tests are for the first time made available for the general 
use of teachers in Professor Monroe’s untechnical and readable presentation. 
He discusses only those tests that have been proved successful; he ex- 
plains the use of the tests, the scoring of results and the application of 
these results to actual school work. Teachers are hereby given the means 
of determining the individual ability of their pupils, the progress of their 
classes as compared with other classes, and their own personal efficiency. 
Upon the basis of this knowledge they are directed how to increase teach- 
ing efficiency and how to bring unsatisfactory work up to standard. 

Rural School Management by W. A. Wilkinson, State Normal School, 
Mayville, North Dakota, edited by W. W. Charters, University of Illinois. 
R. C. Price, $1.10. 

Rural School Management sets forth clearly the two-fold mission of the 
rural school, viz: 

1. The physical, mental and moral welfare of the country boys 
and girls. 
2. The economic and social improvement of the community 

at large. It shows how the inexperienced teacher may overcome 

the difficulties that beset her path and realize the mission for her 

school. " 

It is always practical, always concrete. The author never suggests a 
course of conduct without showing how it may be followed; never states an 
abstract principle without applying it to conditions as they exist. Every 
topic is discussed under three heads: Functions, Difficulties and Methods 
of Improvement. The varied conditions in rural communities throughout 
the country are taken up—not simply of one county or one state.

A good time to 
organize the centers will be now. A competent leader should be selected in 
accordance with the plans of the County Superintendent for each Reading 
Circle center. In order to get credit for Reading Circle work, at least six 
meetings must be held in addition to the last meeting at which the examina- 
tion is given. A minimum of sixty minutes for each lesson in each book 
must be spent, or a total of 120 minutes must be spent on two books at each 
meeting. It is especially recommended that the first Reading Circle meeting 
be held the first Saturday after the schools begin in September and that 
meetings be held every two weeks thereafter until the nine meetings shall 
have been held. In this way the Reading Circle work can be completed be- 
fore the beginning of the bad weather in January. 


CREDIT FOR READING CIRCLE WORK 


State Superintendent Baker makes the following recommendations con- 
cerning secondary credit for Reading Circle work: 

1. One-sixth unit secondary credit will be given on each book provided 
that at least two of the four books must be studied before credit is received 
and provided further that the total credit given in any year shall not exceed 
two-thirds secondary unit. 

2. It is recommended that at least two books be studied simultaneously. 

3. Students who are in school will not be permitted to take the Read- 
ing Circle work. 

4. Reading Circle work for secondary credit must be done in reading 
circle centers composed of not less than four teachers including the leader.

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5. Each reading circle center must not hold fewer than six meetings. 

6. A maximum of sixty minutes on each book must be spent at each 
meeting of the reading circle center or a total of on hundred and twenty min- 
utes must be spent on two books at each meeting. (A total of three hundred 
and sixty (360) minutes must be spent on each book or seven hundred and 
twenty (720) minutes on two books exclusive of the time required for the 
final examination.) 

7. The final examination for reading circle work will be given by the 
County Superintendent at the time and place of the March and June examina- 
tions for teachers. The examination questions are to be furnished and papers 
graded by th institution in which credit is desired. Competent reading circle 
center leaders are to be appointed by the County Superintendent. 

It.is recommended that the first reading circle center meeting be held 
the first Saturday after the schools begin in September and that meetings be 
held every two weeks thereafter until the six meetings shall have been held.
